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THE  DESCENDANTS  OF  WILLIAM  LYTLE  AND  HIS  WIFE  JANE 
OF  WASHING-TON  COUNTY  PENN  A  .  AND  CLERMONT  COUNTY  OHIO 


This  William  Lytle  was  horn  in  1759  and  was  living  in 
Washington  County  Pa,  in  1800  as  substantiated  by  an  obituary 
record,  of  one  of  his  sons  which  appears  later  on,  Jane,  his 
wife,  whose  family  name  is  not  known  w as  born  in  1767  and  was 
married  to  William  in  1788,  Their  tombstones  have  not  been 
found  and  the  above  dates  were  obtained  from  obituaries  which 
appeared  in  the  Clermont  Courier  published  at  Batavia,  Ohio. 

Nothing  is  known  about  the  ancestry  of  William  or  Jane 
and  the  compiler  has  carried  out  many  extensive  investigations 
without  result.  The  family  has  maintained  a  persistent 
tradition  that  they  are  related  In  some  way  to  General  William 
Lytle  and  his  brother  John,  The  former  lived  at  Williamsburg, 
Clermont  County  in  1796  and  moved  to  Cincinnati  in  1809.  John 
died  at  Williamsburg  and  his  descendants  living  in  the  County 
are  numerous  today. 

The  first  U.  5,  Census  of  1790  listed  heads  of  families 
only  and  the  following  extracted  from  the  returns  for  Allegheny 
County,  Penna.  might  be  of  our  subject, 

William  Little,  Free  white  males  16  and  up,  including 

head  of  family,  1 
Males  under  16,  1 

Free  white  females  including  heads  of 
family,  2 

There  is  a  note  reading  "Portion  of 
County  taken  from  Washington  County," 

The  first  line  above  shows  one  person.  This  is  the  head 
of  the  family,  William  Little,  The  second  line  shows  one  person, 
a  male,  under  16. 

Our  subject  had  a  son,  John,  bom  Dec.  16,  1789. 

The  third  line,  showing  two  females,  covers  the  wife  and 
possibly  a  mother,  aunt  or  sister.  Our  subject  had  no  daughters 
born  before  1795  and  none  are  listed  in  the  census. 

In  Batavia  Township  at  the  home  of  Horace  Lytle,  the  writer 
copied  from  the  obituary  of  William  Lytle,  Jr.  the  following 
item: 


"William  Lytle,  Jr,,  born  in  Washington  Co.  Pa.  -  Sept. 

10,  1800,  -  -  -  -  he  came  to  the  County  in  1817" - 

On  record  at  Washington  County,  Pa,  are  two  deeds-  which 
could  be  of  our  subject.

William  Lytle  and  wife  Jane  on  July  4,  1803  sold  to 
Patrick  Bryson,  for  ^5'D.00,  1-J-  acre,  adjoining  the  town 
of  Washington,  Pa.  In  the  body  of  the  deed  the  wife  is 
again  mentioned  as" Jane"

The  deed  recites  that  William  Lytle  had  purchased  this 
property  at  a  Sheriffs’  sale  in  1801  and  again  in  1805. 
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These  deeds  might  indicate  that  William  had  'an  eye  for 
business  and  the  cash  to  buy  bargains.  He  may  have  come  into 
sotge  money  from  an  estate  about  1800. 

The  next  document  that  appears  is  one  that  we  are  sure 
refers  to  our  William  Lytle,  Among  his  posessions  he  had  the 
following  original  document  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Ivan 
L.  Lytle,  364f  Ravenswood  Ave . ,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

"This  is  to  certify  that  William  Lytle  has  served 
,  seven  years  in  the  Batavia  light  infantry  company  of  the 

Third  Regiment  third  Brigade,  Eight  Division  of  Ohio 

Militia.  July  28th  1814. 

John  Clevy,  Capt.,, 

This  document  proves  that  he  was  in  Batavia  in  1807  and 
remained  there  for  seven  years  until  1814, 

He  also  had  among  his  papers  a  demit  from  the  Masonic  Lodge 
of  Brownsville,  Pa,,  dated  1815.  The  original  is  in  the 
posession  of  Horace  Lytle  but  Ivan  Lytle  has  a  photostatic  copy. 
No  signature  of  William  Lytle  appears  on  the  margin. 

From  the  above  data  it  appears  that  William  probably  went 
to  Ohio  alone  and  may  have  lived  on  the  frontier  for  some  time 
as  a  soldier  or  surveyor  even  before  the  seven  years  he  served 
at  Batavia  from  1807  to  1814.  He  may  have  joined  the  Masonic 
Lodge  while  living  at  Frederickston,  which  is  located  in 
Washington  Co,  some  six  miles  from  Brownsville,  Pa.  Brownsville 
lies  on  both  sides  of  the  river  with  parts  of  the  town  in  both 
Fayette  and  Washington  Counties. 

The  compiler  has  never  searched  the  Fayette  County  records 
but  has  searched  the  Washington  County  records  and  paid  for 
having  a  search  made  of  Allegheny  County.  Nothing  so  far  has 
come  to  light  which  points  to  the  place  or  region  that  William 
lived  in  prior  to  his  coming  to  Washington  County,  Pa.  This 
County  was  formed  in  1781  and  settlers  came  from  other 
Pennsylvania  Counties  as  well  as  Maryland,  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina.  Fayette  County  was  organized  in  1783  ana  Allegheny 
in  1788. 

Letters  have  been  written  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  at  Brownsville 
and  they  say  they  have  none  of  the  old  records.  The  U.  S.  Census 
of  1800  would  probably  show  William  as  the  "head  of  a  family"  in 
Washington,  Fayette  or  Allegheny  Counties.  There  was  no  Census 
for  Ohio  in  1810  but  he  should  show  on  the  census  of  1820-1830 
and  1840  for  Clermont  County  Ohio.  The  census  for  these  periods 
showed  only  the  heads  of  families  and  gave  the  number  of 
persons  both  males  and  females  in  different  age  groups  but  gave 
no  name  for  any  person  except  the  heads  of  families.  In  the 
1840  Census,  additional  data  was  taken  on  the  following  questions: 

Pensioners  for  Revolutionary  or  military  service  included 

in  the  foregoing.  Name _ 

Age  _ 

The  1850  Census  gave  the  name,  age,  place  of  birth  and 
occupation  of  every  person  in  the  family.  But  as  William, and 
Jane  had  both  died  In  1848  all  the  I85O  Census  would  give  us 
would  be  the  names  of  the  children  then  living,  their  ages, 
occupations  and  place  born  and  this  Information  we  already  have. 

In  June  1949,  the  compiler  made  a  careful  and  unhurried 
examination  of  the  papers  in  the  estate  of  William  Lytle  which  are. 
on  file  at  Batavia  Court  House,  the  purpose  being  to  try  to  find 
some  clue  as  to  his  ancestry  and  place  of  burial. 

The  will  as  copied  from  the  Will  Register  reads  as  follows: 


THE  WILL  OF  WILLIAM  LYTLE.  CF  BATAVIA 

In  the  name  of  G-od,  Amen,  I  William  Lytle  of  Batavia 
Township,  Clermont  County  and  State  of  Ohio  being  far  advanced 
in  life  and  subject  to  some  infirmity  but  of  sound  and  disposing 
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mind  and  memory  considering  the  certainty  of  death  and  the  un¬ 
certainty  of  the  time  thereof  and  being  desirous  to  settle  my 
wordly  affairs  and  thereby  be  the  better  prepared  to  leave  this 
world  when  it  shall  please  God  to  call  me  hence  - 

Do  thereof  publish  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in 
manner  and  form  following  that  is  to  say, 

1st  recommending  my  soul  to  God  and  my  body  to  the  Earth* 

2nd 'My  will  is  that  the  expense  of  the  Doctor  and  my  funeral 
charges  be  first  paid. 

3rd.  That  my  Executor  as  soon  after  my  decease  as  may  be  con¬ 
venient  make  sale  of  all  my  personal  property  to  pay  the  above 
expenses-  and  all  Just  debts  owing  by  me  at  the  time  of  my  death* 

4th.  I  leave  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife,  Jane  Lytle,  all 
the  interest  arising  from  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  for  her  support 
during  her  natural  life  and  at  her  decease  the  principal  to  be 
lifted  and  divided  between  my  children  and  grandchildren  in  the 
following  manner  viz  — 

To  my  daughter  Nancy  Carter  I  divlse  and  bequeath  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Dollars  and  to  my  Grandson  Albert  W.  Hulings  the  sum  of 
Fifty  Dollars.  I  also  give  and  divlse  unto  my  Grandson  James 
N.  Lytle,  my  surveying  instruments  valued  at  Fifty  Dollars,  and 
the  remainder  being  Sight  Hundred  Dollars  I  bequeath  and  divise 
to  my  three  sons  as  follows:  To  my  son  William  Lytle  Three 
Hundred  Dollars  and  to  my  son  Robinson  Lytle,  Two  Hundred  Fifty 
Dollars  and  to  my  son  Armstrong  Lytle  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  and  if  any  of  the  Legatees  named  in  the  Will  should  die 
without  a  family  then  the  share  of  such  deceased  legatee  to  be 
divided  equally  between  my  three  sons. 

Lastly  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  William  Lytle 
of  the  County  and  State  aforesaid  to  be  the  Executor  of  this  my 
last  Will  and  Testament  and  I  do  hereby  revoke  and  annul  all 
former  wills  by  me  hereunto  made  and  hereby  ratify  and  confirm 
this . 


In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal 
this  Fifteenth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  three.

The  original  will  had  been  taken  out  of  the  file  by  some 
one  of  the  family  and  for  many  years  had  been  in  the  posessioa 
of  John  Ethelbert  Lytle.  In  company  with  Ivan  L.  Lytle 4  the 
compiler  reexamined  in  1949  the  old  family  papers  of  John 
Ethelbert  Lytle  and  could  not  find  the  will.  The  compiler 
wishes  especially  to  find  this  document  or  some  other  bearing 
a  proven  signature  of  William  Lytle  Sr.  as  he  needs  this  to 
compare  with  the  signature  of  other  William  Lytles  and  in  this 
way  prove  or  disprove  a  connection  to  earlier  Lytles* 

There  are  some  dozens  of  separate  papers  in  the  estate 
file,  mostly  bills,  receipts,  inventories,  etc.  As  the  widow* 
Jane  Lytle,  died  eight  days  after  her  husband  and  she  left  no 
will,  both  estates  were  merged  into  one*. 

The  following  notes  were  made  from  the  many  papers  in  the 

file  . 

WILLIAM  LYTLE,  SR.  ESTATE 

There  is  no  original  will  in  the  file  but  there  is  a  paper 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Court" 

"On  inspection  of  the  will  find  the  Executor  is  to 
pay  over  to  Nelson  Lytle  the  sum  of  Thirty  Dollars,  to 
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Albert  Hulings  Fifty  Dollars,  to  Nancy  Carter  Fifty  Dollars, 
to  William  Lytle  the  executor  Seventy-three  dollars  and 
50  cents,  to  Robinson  Lytle  Sixty-one  dollars  and  26  cents. 
To  Armstrong  Lytle  Sixty-One  dollars  and  Twenty  five  cents, 
And  the  foregoing  when  paid  will  Balance  accounts  in  full 
and  Legacies."  .

At  the  time  of  their  deaths  William  &nd  Jaj)fe^  owned  no 
real  estate  as  none  is  listed  in  the  Inventory, 


The  graves  of  William  and  Jane  cannot  be  found  and  all 
knowledge  of  their  location  seems  lost.  The  compiler  had  hoped 
to  find  in  the  estate  papers  some  record  of  the  place  of  burial 
but  all  he  found  was  the  bill  for  the  head  and  foot  stones.  Had 
burial  been  made  in  an  adjoining  county  there  might  have  been  a 
record  of  cost  of  lot  and  transportation.  It  is  likely  that  both 
were  buried  at  the  Monroe  Church  as  William  Lytles’  subscription 
was  paid  by  the  adminstrator  March  1,  1849.  Ivan  L.  Lytle  had 
already  made  a  very  careful  search  of  all  the  likely  cemeteries 
and  found  no  trace  of  the  graves.  With  the  certain  knowledge 
that  stones  had  been  erected  Ivan  L,  Lytle  and  the  compiler  went 
over  all  these  cemeteries  again  in  June  1949  and  could  find  no 
trace  of  the  stones.  Making  inquiries,  we  were  directed  to  an 
abandoned  cemetery  near  Batavia  which  Ivan  L.  Lytle  had  not 
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searched,'  The  compiler  has  explored  scores  of  old  cemeteries 
in  many  states  and  has  never  before  found  a  cemetery  In  such 
utter  ruin.  About  one  half  of  the  stones  are  broken  off  and 
the  place  covered  with  brambles.  Many  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  the  county  are  burled  here.  This  is  certainly  a  great 
discredit  to  the  community. 

It  is  likely  that  William  Lytle  and  his  wife  Jane  having 
lived  in  the  county  for  at  least  40  years  at  some  time  owned 
real  estate.  The  fact  that  General  William  Lytle  was  such  a 
large  land  owner  in  the  county  makes  a  search  of  the  deed  books 
an  extensive  one.  Every  deed  in  the  Grantor  index  under  the 
name  of  William  Lytle  or  Little  would  "have  to  be  examined  in  the 
various  books.  As  General  William  Lytle’s  wife  was  Eliza  all 
deeds  bearing  such  a  wife's  name  could  be  eliminated  at  a 
glance.  Wherever  a  wife  Jane  is  shown  that  would  be  our  subject. 
Then  by  working  backward  through  the  Grantor  index  the  deeds 
could  be  found  where  our  William  Lytle  purchased  the  land. 

There  are  276  land  entries  in  the  name  of  William  Lytle  in 
the  Grantor  and  Grantee  indices  of  Clermont  Co,  Some  of  these 
probably  are  of  William  and  Jane,  and  we  know  that  some  were  of 
William  Lytle,  Jr,  Clermont  County  was  formed  Dec.  6,  1800, 

There,  is  another  set  of  records  that  should  be  examined  at 
Batavia,  All  counties  have  an  index  of  Powers  of  Attorney, 
affadavits,  etc.  These  are  valuable  sources  of  genealogical 
information.  In  case  William  or  Jane  had  relatives  or  friends 
who  died  in  other  states  or  counties  they  may  have  received 
shares  of  estates.  Travel  in  those  pioneer  days  was  so  slow, 
dangerous  and  expensive  that  those  receiving  bequests  ordinarily 
appointed  someone  to  collect  their  shares.  Also  in  clearing 
title  to  land  and  in  law  suits  William  and  Jane  may  have  been 
called  to  make  sworn  statements  to  help  relatives  and  friends  in 
other  states. 

The  compiler  suggested  some  years  ago  that  the  newspaper 
files  at  Batavia  be  examined  for  the  obituaries  of  William  and 
Jane.  Ivan  L.  Lytle  made  this  search  and  discovered  in  the 
Clermont  Courier  the  following  obituaries  which  contain  valuable 
information. 

The  Clermont  Courier  -  Batavia,  0.  -  Oct,  5,  1848 

Died  -  In  Batavia  township  on  the  30th  ult,  Mr, 

William  Lytle,  Sen,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age, 

Mr,  Lytle  for  many  years  previous  to  his  death,  resided 
in  this  vicinity.  In  1831,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Batavia  Presbyterian  Church,  his  relation  to  this  church, 
was  transferred  to  the  Monroe  Presbyterian  Church,  in 
some  few  years  after  this  period,  he  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  Ruling  Elder  in  this  Church.  He  was  uniform 
and  progressive  in  his  Christian  Character  -  he  loved 
the  church  and  delighted  in  her  ordinances.  In  his 
last  illness,  his  mind  was  tranquil  -  his  peace  like  a 
river,  and  his  confidence  in  Christ  as  his  Savior  un¬ 
wavering.  He  lived  the  life  and  died  the  death  of  the 
Christian, 

The  Clermont  Courier  -  Batavia,  0.  -  Nov.  4a  1848 

Died  -  In  Batavia  township  on  the  8th  ult,  Mrs. 

Jane  Lytle,  in  the  8lth  year  of  her  age.  Mrs.  Lytle 
was  the  wife  of  William  Lytle,  Sen.,  who  died  on  the 
30th  ult.  They  lived  together  as  matrimonial  companions 
for  60  years.  In  the  short  period  of  8  days  after  his 
death,  she  was  called  to  die.  Little  did  she  think, 

(old  and  feeble  as  she  was,)  when  she  was  attending  the 
funeral  of  her  husband,  that  in  so  brief  a  period  her 
cold  remains  would  be  lying  beside  his  in  the  silent 
grave  . 

The  files  of  the  Clermont  Sun’  had  been  transferred  to  the 
Ohio  State  Historical  and  Archeological  Museum  Library  at 
Columbus.  The  compiler  has  had  these  records  searched  and  is 
sorry  to  report  that  the  files  from  1846  to  1852  are  missing* 
This  is  unfortunate  as  the  obituaries  which  this  paper  may 
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have  published  might  have  been  more  extensive  than  the  ones  p-iven 
above.  An  inquiry  made  at  the  office  of  the  Clermont  Sun  might 
show  what  happened  to  the  files  for  the  missing  years. 

The  following  articles  on  Monroe  Township,  Carmel  Cemetery 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Monroe  were  extracted  from  County 
Histories  by  Ivan  L.  Lytle, 

Monroe  Township  -  Clermont  County,  Ohio  - 

Of  the  settlements  made  at  a  later  day,  the  one  so 
favorably  known  as  "The  Scotch  Settlement"  is  the  most 
prominent.  In  1821,  John  Porter,  Alexander  Porter, 

Jeanette  Johnston,  John  Johnston,  and  John  McNair,  natives 
of  Argyle shire,  Scotland,  landed  at  Philadelphia,  and 
crossing  the  mountains,  purchased  a  flatboat  at  Pittsburg, 
descended  the  river  to  Neville,  where  they  temporarily 
lived.  In  1823  they  settled  just  North  of  Nicholsville , 

The  Clark,  Campbell,  and  McKowan  and  other  Scotch  families 
were  added  to  the  settlement  in  time.  Almost  without  ex¬ 
ception  the  descendents  of  the  above  had  become  among  the 
most  useful  citizens  of  the  township,  distinguished  for 
their  industry,  intelligence,  and  integrity.  Their  well 
kept  farms,  fine  buildings,  and  improved  stock  have  given 
the  settlement  a  merited  reputation. 


Carmel  Cemetery  - 

Eegun  in  1817.  First  interment  there  was  in  1817, 
a  daughter  of  Michael  Huling.  In  1880  the  yard  contained 
the  remains  of  more  than  600  persons.  The  old  Carmel 
church  lot  is  well  preserved  today. 


The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Monroe  - 

was  organized  in  the  "Scotch  Settlement" ,  north  of 
Nicholsville,  November  19,  1831,  by  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Cole,  of  New  Richmond,  and  A.  F.  Rankin,  of  Felicity,  with 
the  following  21  persons:

Alexander  Porter,  John  Archard  and  Andrew  Combs  were 
chosen  the  first  ruling  elders.  After  much  effort,  and 
doing  a  large  share  of  work  themselves,  a  small  brick 
meeting  house  was  built  in  1836,  at  the  grave  yard  north  of 
Nicholsville,  on  land  given  by  elder  Porter.  This  was  used 
by  the  congregation  until  1861,  when  the  place  of  meeting 
was  transferred  to  Bantam:  and  a  few  years  later  the  house 
was  demolished  and  part  of  the  material  was  used  in  con¬ 
struction  of  the  church  at  that  place,  which  was  consecrated 
August  27,  1865 .  For  a  period  the  Monroe  Church  flourished 
greatly,  but  its  prosperity  was  checked  January  1839,  "by 
the  division  Into  the  New  and  Old  Presbyterians,  many  of  the 
members  withdrawing  to  form  a  new  society  in. Monroe.

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William  Lytle,  Sr.  of  Batavia,  became  a  member  of  Batavia 
Presbyterian  Church  in  1831  having  transferred  from  the  Monroe 
Presbyterian  Church. 

General  William  Lytle  at  an  early  date  became  the  owner  of 
1000  acres  where  Batavia  stands  today.  The  village  was  plotted 
in  1814  by  George  Ely  and  David  C.  Bryan.  The  town  was  incor¬ 
porated  in  1842 . 

At  the  home  of  John  Ethelbert  Lytle  in  Batavia  Township 
there  is  an  old  Bible  which  has  one  or  more  pages  of  very  early 
and  valuable  family  records  beginning  with  William  Lytle,  Sr. 
These  pages  should  be  photostated  and  copies  scattered  around, 
and  the  data  added  to  this  record.  In  case  the  compiler  suceeds 
in  finding  and  proving  the  ancestors  of  William  Sr.  and  his 
wife  Jane  and  they  turn  out  to  be  Revolutionary  soldiers,  there 
will  be  a  desperate  scramble  on  the  part  of  many  living  descend¬ 
ants  (now  absolutely  uninterested)  to  prove  their  line  of  descent 
for  membership  in  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  or 
other  Patriotic  Societies  to  which  they  may  be  eligible.  By 
that  time  these  priceless  Bible  records  will  have  disappeared  as 
all  family  records  have  a  way  of  doing. 

At  the  home  of  Horace  Lytle  there  is  an  old  desk,  the 
drawers  of  which  are  filled  with  old  business  papers  and  tax 
receipts  going  back  to  around  1835 •  One  of  these  papers  is  a 
promissory  note  dated  1838. 

"On  the  1st  day  of  December  we  promise  to  pay  Caleb  G. 
Perkins,  or  order,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  48  cents 
for  value  received  of  him  this  29th  day  Sept,  1838. 

Signed,  Lytle  and  Blair" 

There  is  a  bill  labeled  "Lytle  &  Blair,  Batavia,  and  signed 
by  J.  McCune.  Was  this  Lytle  in  partnership  with  Blair,  the 
senior  or  the  Junior  Wm.  Lytle? 

Horace  Lytle  has  an  old  Bible  which  contains  the  following 
records  which  are  here  preserved.

Together  with  Ivan  L.  Lytle,  the  compiler  has  twice  examin¬ 
ed  these  papers  hoping  to  find  a  clue  to  earlier  generations  but 
without  success.  These  papers  should  not  be  destroyed  a^'  they 
will  be  a  storehouse  of  information  for  future  generations. 


William  Lytle,  Sr.  having  served  in  the  Batavia  Light 
Infantry  for  seven  years  prior  to  July  28,  1814,  would,  it  seems, 
have  been  entitled  to  a  pension  for  service  in  the  War  of  1812 . 

The  Veterans  Administration  at  Washington  sa.y  that  no  claim 
for  a  pension  for  the  War  of  1812  was  ever  filed  by  any  William 
Lytle  (under  any  spelling  of  the  name)  who  lived  and  died  in 
Clermont  Co.,  Ohio. 

The  State  of  Ohio  gave  pensions  for  1812  war  service  but 
they  seem  to  have  no  record  at  Columbus-  of  our  William  Lytle. 
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In  1949  the  compiler  inserted  a  Query  in  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  Magazine  for  information  on  William  Lytle, 
Sr.,  giving  a  brief  description  of  the  known  facts  and  request¬ 
ing  information.  Several  months  have  now  passed  and  no  replies 
have  been  received. 

William  Lytle,  Sr.  was  born  in  1769  and  died  Sept.  30,  1848. 
He  married  Jane  whose  family  name  Is  not  known,  in  1788.  She 
was  born  in  1767  and  died  Oct.  8,  1848.  Their  children  were:

If  William  Lytle  Sr.  did  not  bring  his  family  to  Clermont 
County  until  1817  then  we  should  expect  to  find  three  of  the 
above  children  buried  in  Washington  Co.,  Pa.

James  C.  and  Elizabeth.

He  sold  a  farm  in  Monroe  Township  to  Abraham 
Kense  Feb.  12,  1831.  Recorded  in  Book  R,  Page 
36,  101  acres,  $700.  In  1842  he  sold  to  John 
Talley,  Book  40,  page  350,  173  acres.  William 
Lytle,  Jr.  did  not  leave  a  will  but  his  estate 
was  settled  at  Batavia  and  he  was  the  owner  of 
93  acres  of  land  being  entry  No.  593.  He  was 
a  cabinet  maker  and  carpenter  and  took  the  con¬ 
tract  for  $1615.  to  build  the  Branch  Hill  Church 
which  was  organized  in  1853.  The  building  was 
completed  In  1854  and  is  still  in  use.  He  was- 
killed  in  I856  by  the  fall  of  a  heavy  piece  of 
bark  from  a  tree.  The  wife  also  met  death  by 
being  thrown  from  a  buggy  not  long  after  her 
husband  was  killed.  His  obituary  might  furnish 
some  facts  regarding  his  parents.

JOHN  ETHELBERT  LYTLE 

John  Ethelbert  Lytle,  a  prominent  farmer  and  dairyman  of 
Clermont  county,  Ohio,  whose  home  is  on  the  old  Lytle  homes'tead  on 
the  Bantam  pike,  was  born  in  the  county  of  Clermont,  He  is  a  son 
of  Nelson  and  Betsey  (Wheeler)  Lytle, 

Nelson  Lytle  was  born  at  Batavia,  Ohio,  July  1,  1827,  and  was 
a  son  of  William  and  Annie  (Kinnan)  Lytle,  the  former  of  whom  was 
a  carpenter  by  trade.  When  quite  young.  Nelson  went  to  live  with 
his  paternal  grandfather,  William  Lytle,  who  gave  the  boy  a  good 
common  school  education,  which,  when  comrleted,  was  turned  to 
scientific  farming  under  his  grandf ather^  s  Instruction,  He 
followed  this  vocation  in  various  places  until  his  death.  His 
father,  William  Lytle,  met  his  death  in  1856  by  the  falling  of 
bark  from  a  tree  in  the  timber.  It  is  a  curious  coincidence  that 
both  the  father  and  the  mother  of  Nelson  met  death  by  accident 
the  latter  being  thrown  from  a  buggy  shortly  after  the  death  of 
her  husband.  Nelson  Lytle  was  twice  married,  the  first  to  Miss 
Elizabeth  Harris,  October  28,  1848 K  and  the  second  th  Miss 
Betsy  Wheeler,  on  September  18,  18b4,  To  the  first  union  six 
children  were  born,  four  of  whom  are  living,  and  to  the  second 
union  were  born  five  children,  four  of  whom  are  still  living.  Of

Nelson  Lytle  was  a  successful  farmer  and  was  a  Republican 
but  not  an  office  seeker.  He  was  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Christian  church  of  Mt.  Holly,  and'  served  as  treasurer  for  years 
before  his  death,  which  occured  August  8,  1901,  his  wife  passing 
away  July  2 ,  1892 • 

John  Ethelbert  Lytle  grew  to  manhood  on  the  home  farm, 
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receiving  a  good  education  In  the  common  schools  of  his  locality. 

Ke  married  Miss  Stella  Henning.  September  18,  1900.  She  is  a 
daughter  of  Henry  D,  and  Mary  (Elchner)  Henning,  and  was  born  at 
Batavia,  Ohio,  September  15,  1877*  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lytle  have  two 
children: 

Clarence,  who  was  born  November  13,  1901. 

Walter,  whose  birth  occured  June  13,  1905. 

Mr.  Lytle  is  a  Republican,  although  not  an  office  seeker,  and 
is  Interested  in  all  political  questions  of  the  day.  He  is  a 
member  and  a  trustee  of  the  Christian  church,  also  being  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School."

This  might  account  for  the  selection  of 
these  names  for  his  two  last  born  boys. 

This  completes  the  recording  of  the  genealogical  data  that 
has  been  furnished  to  the  compiler,  chiefly  by  Ivan  L.  Lytle  and 
such  other  historical  and  legal  record  data  that  he  has  discover¬ 
ed  in  his  own  extensive  researches.

It  is  suggested  that  some  of  the  Rulings  family  descendants- 
may  have  data  on  the  ancestor^  of  William  Lytle,  Sr,  and  his  wife 
Jane.  The  same  is  true  of  the  descendants  of  Robison  and 
Armstrong,  Lytle, 

Obituaries  in  the  local  newspapers  are  valuable  sources  of 
information  as  witness  the  obituaries  of  William  Sr,  and  Jane 
Lytle  already  given. 

The  compiler  saw  at  the  Newberry  Library  at  Chicago  an  Atlas 
of  Clermont  County  prepared  from  surveys  made  by  D.  J,  Lake  in 
1891.

Ivan  L«  Lytle  has, among  his  notes,  this  item  regarding 
William  Lytle,  Sr. 

" Served  in  the  War  of  1812,  Aug.  23,  1812  to  Sept.  19, 
1812  and  received  pension  for  this  service," 

Ivan  L,  Lytle,  while  examining  the  records  at  Columbus,  Ohio* 
was  shown  a  record  where  Hugh,  Thomas  and  William  Lytle  served  in 
the  same  company  but  he  did  not  set  down  the  reference. 


If  William  Lytle,  Sr.  ever  received  a  pension  for  service  in 
the  War  of  1812,  he  may  have  given  his  address  at  the  time  of 
service  as  Washington  or  Fayette  County  in  Pennsylvania,  as  that 
is  where  his  family  may  have  lived  until  1817.  If  that  is  the 
case  and  he  received  a  Federal  pension,  the  government  records- 
would  show  him  as  a  resident  of  Pennsylvania. 

Tr2dltlons:  -  The  family  as  previously  stated  have  always 

believed  they  were  related  to  the  family  of  General 
William  Lytle  of  Clermont  Co.  and  Cincinnati.  They 
also  thought  the  family  was  of  English  descent,  that 
the  ancestors  of  William  Sr.  lived  around  Harrisburg, 
Penna.,  that  Jane  McConnell  and  the  Kincaid  family 
were  somehow  connected. 

After  the  compiler  had  brought  the  record  of  William  and  Jane 
Lytle  to  this  point,  he  decided  to  have  the  Census  records  of

The  above  record  shows  all  Lytles  and  Hulings  that  were  list¬ 
ed  in  the  county  in  1840.  Twenty  Carter  families  omitted.  James 
Carter  of  Wayne  Twp.,  aged  85,  was  listed  as  a  "Pensioner".  He 
apparently  served  in  the  Revolution.  A  Female  was  listed  in  his 
household  as  70  to  80.  Four  of  the  Hullng  families  had  left  the 
County  since  1830, 

Note  that  there  is  no  William  Lytle  that  is  old  enough  to  be 
our  subject.  He  would  have  to  be  listed  as  "70  to  80/.  It  could 
be  that  he  went  with  one  of  the  Hullnge  families  to  some  other 
County  or  State,  The  1840  Census  listed  all  pensioners  and  the 
compiler  was  counting  on  this  Census  to  give  a  clue  to  William 
Lytle  having  been  on  the  pension  roll.  The  applications  for 
pensions  are  a  valuable  source  of  family  history.  This  William 
Lytle  a  most  elusive  person  and  his  spirit  must  be  amused  at 
the  compiler's  frequent  disappointments.

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  records  in  the  U.  S, 
Adjutant  General’s  office,  Washington,  D,  C.,  covering  the  name 
William  Little  and  Lytle  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio*  This  search 
brought  to  light  a  William  Lytle  of  Collinsville,  Butler  Co., Ohio 
and  one  of  the  compiler’s  family.  This  record  is  omitted  from  the 
following  list. 

Note  that  the  first  item  is  almost  identical  with  the  data 
obtained  by  Ivan  Lytle  at  Columbus,  Ohio,

The  genealogist  employed  by  the  compiler  was  unable  to  find 
anything  at  the  Pension  office  that  was  helpful. 

It  could  be  that  our  William  Lytle  and  wife  Jane  went  to 
Indiana  after  1830  with  some  of  the  Carters  or  Hulings  at  the 
time  that  state  was  being  opened  for  settlement.  That  while  there 
he  may  have  applied  for  a  pension  and  the  records  at  Washington 
or  Columbus  show'  Indiana  as  his  residence.  We  know  that  William 
Lytle  was  back  in  Clermont  Co.  in  1843  as  in  that  year  he  made 
his  will  and  stated  that  he  lived  in  Batavia  Township,  It  could 
also  be  that  he  neither  applied  for  a  pension  nor  received  one. 

After  obtaining  the  above  Census  records  and  noting  that 
William  Lytle  appeared  to  be  living  in  Tate  Twonship  in  1830,  the 
writer  decided  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  History  of  Clermont 
Co*,  Ohio  published  by  L,  H,  Everts  in  1880.  (This  is  the  only 
history  of  Clermont  Co.  in  the  Detroit  Library).  The  following 
notes  are  of  interest:

Here  again,  someone  should  check  the  deed  records  at  Batavia 
Courthouse,  and  get  a  copy  of  Wm,  Tibbs  Patent  No.  5256  and  of  the 
Tibbs  deed  to  Lytle;  also,  the  deed  from  Wm.  Lytle  when  he  sold 
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Lytle  name  does  not  appear  in  a  list  of  lot  holders  in 
Village  of  Batavia  in  1826. 

Batavia  Twp.  was  organized  as  a  Civil  Twp.  from  Williamsburgh 
and  Ohio  in  1815.  The  Twp ,  records  to  1848  were  lost.

the  land.  The  writer  believes  that  he  has  a  note  filed  away  among 
his  papers  showing  a  T ebbs  family  having  some  connection  with 
Lytles.  He  cannot  find  this  Just  now.  Important  discoveries 
often  result  from  such  slender  clues  as  this. 


Soneone  should  check  the  deed  records  at  the  Courthouse  and 
see  when  George  F.  Strop  sold  the  land  in  Tate  Township  to 
William  Lytle  and  the  location  of  same.  There  should  also  be  a 
deed  from  William  when  he  sold  the  land, 

William  Lytle  may  have  been  a  member  of  the  Bethel  Masonic 
Lodge,  The  Williamsburg  Lodge  was  organized  in  1816  and  the 
records  are  complete  to  1880. 

The  town  of  Brownsville  probably  indicates  that  it  was  settl¬ 
ed  by  former  residents  of  Brownsville,  Penna. 

William  Lytle  also  appears  as  the  owner  in  1826  of  land  in 
Batavia  Twp, 

Could  it  be  that  William  and  Jane  Lytle  were  buried  in  Tate 
Township?  If  their  land  laid  close  to  the  Brown  County  line,  a 
readjustment  of  the  boundary  line  could  have  thrown  them  into 
Brown  County  prior  to  the  taking  of  the  1840  census. 

William  Lytle  Myrick  of  Watsonville,  California  and  a 
descendant  of  John  Lytle  of  Williamsburg  (b.  1766  -  d.  1843), 
wrote  the  compiler  in  1949  as  follows: 

"i  remember  my  mother  said  her  father  and  Nelson  Lytle *s 
folks  got  together  at  times  and  tried  to  figure  out  their 
relationship,  but  never  could.-  Both  believed  however,  that  the 
families  were  related, 

"i  know  the  Nelson  Lytle  family  held  reunions  and  our  folks 
used  to  go,  mother  said.  My  father  knew  them  quite  well,  his 
fatheris  folks  lived  in  the  same  part  of  the  country.  My  father 
knew  all  the  Lytles  for  he  ran  a  meat  wagon  through  the  country 
for  his  father  who  was  In  the  meat  business  for  over  forty  years 
in  Batavia*  I  know  my  father  always  thought  all  the  Lytles  must 
have  been  related  originally,  as  he  said  they  all  looked  much 
alike." 


Mr.  Myrick  at  one  time  farmed  part  of  the  original  John 
Lytle  land  at  Afton,  Clermont  County.  His  mother  was  Georgia 
B.  Lytle. 
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GENERAL  HISTORY  OF  THE  LYTLES 


For  those  not  familiar  with  the  background  of  the  Lytles,  a 
brief  history  of  the  family  name  is  now  given. 

Historians  say ^ that  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Lytles  was  in 
Dumfrie shire ,  Scotland,  This  is  a  County  or  Shire  in  the  south 
of.  Scotland  bordering  on  England,  The  family  name  begins  to 
appear  on  the  records  there  at  an  early  date,  and  is  on  the  rolls 
of  Hollywood  Abbey,  in  1269.  The  name  was  spelled  17  different 
ways  but  always  pronounced  with  the  "y"  sound. 

Simon  Lytll  was  given  a  grant  of  land  in  1426  by  James  I  of 
Scotland  for  using  his  Clan  to  help  put  down  a  rebellion.  This 
land  is  in  Dumfrie shire  and  remained  in  the  posession  of  Simon’s 
descendants  to  the  19th  century. 

There  was  constant  border  warfare  with  the  English  that 
lasted  for  centuries.  At  one  time,  prominent  men  were  compelled 
i  to  post  a  bond  that  their  tenants  would  preserve  the  peace.  In 
— 1569  Sir  Walter  Scott  had  to  do  this.  It  is  said  that  his  novels 
are  largely  based  on  this  border  warfare  and  violence. 

About  1600,  the  border  line  between  Scotland  and  England  was 
divided  into  three  sections  known  as  the  East,  Middle  and  West 
Marches.  Two  Wardens  for  each  of  these  Marches  was  appointed,  a 
Scot  on  one  side  and  an  Englishman  for  the  other  side.  A  letter 
written  by  William  Lytle  of  Belfast,  Ireland  in  1904  which  came 
to  the  compiler’s  attention  contained  the  following  statement: 

"I  understand  that  Lord  Herries  of  Everingham, 

Yorkshire,  possesses- a  number  of  old  documents  relating 

to  the  Lytlls  and  other  Border  Clans  over  whom  his 
'  ancestors,  the  Earls  of  Nlthsdale,  had  authority  as 

Warden  of  the  West  March," 

The  compiler,  through  a  friend  in  London,  Mr,  E,  C,  Oliver, 
investigated  this  with  the  following  results. 

The  Barony  of  Herries  has  passed  to  the  present  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  A  letter  to  Arundel  Castle  brought  a  note  from  Edward 
Harrison,  the  Secretary,  dated  Jan.  13,  1950>  in  which  he  said, 
in  part : 


"  The  Librarian  and  Archivist  died  some  two  years  ago, 
and  did  not  function  during  the  war,  when  documents  were 
transferred  from  London  to  the  base  of  a  tower  of  the 
Castle,  A  sucessor  has  not  been  appointed, 

"  I  doubt  whether  there  are  among  the  Norfolk  archives- 
any  relating  to  the  Herries  family,  and  I  hope  you  and 
Mr,  Lytle  will  understand  that  in  the  circumstances:  a 
search  would  be  difficult  to  arrange." 

If  the  Herries  papers  are  not  among  the  Norfolk  Archives 
they  were  probably  turned  over  to  a  library  or  museum,  as  +-he 
English  are  very  careful  of  their  old  documents. 

The  English,  after  centuries  of  fighting  with  the  Irish, 
finally  seized  six  Counties  in  Northern  Ireland  and  formed  a 
plan  to  settle  this  lard  with  Scotch  and  English  settlers.  The 
’’Plantation"  as  It  was  called,  started  in  1610  and  the  Scotch 
from  southern  Scotland  became  the  mainstay  of  the  project. 

The  English  authorities  issued  orders  as  follows: 

"First  -  that  such  as  be  planted  there  be  not  needy  but  of 

a  reasonable  sufficiency  to  maintain  their  portions* 
Second-  that  none  shall  have  a  vast,  but  only  a  reasonable 
proportion." 

The  land  was  issued  to  "undertakers"  in  tracts  of  1000  -1500 
and  2000  acres.  Each  "undertaker  gave  security  that  he  would 
bring  so  many  settlers  and  build  a  certain  size  stone  house 
planned  for  defense. 

The  Scotch  had  by  this  time  become  Presbyterians  and  they 
had  barely  settled  in  Northern  Ireland,  or  Ulster,  as  It  was 
called,  when  the  various  political  changes  in  the  English 
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government  brought  on  an  almost  continuous  persecution  because  of 
their  religion.  In  addition,  England  passed  the  most  restrictive 
lavs  forbidding  the  shipment  of  the  products  of  farm  and  Industry 
to  England.  All  this  brought  hard  times  and  famine.  The  Scots 
fought  the  native  Irish  and  at  times  Joined  with  them  to  fight 
the  English.  For  over  a  century  they  had  difficult  times  and 
their  marriages,  births  and  deaths  were  not  recorded  as  they  were 
not  supporters  of  the  Church  of  England. 

They  started  going  to  America  in  1680  and  about  1720  to  1750 
went  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  The  chief  places  of  settlement 
were  Pennsylvania  and  North  Carolina.  They  had  a  background  of 
several  centuries  of  fighting  and  the  Penns  fearing  and  disliking 
their  independance  soon  gave  orders  that  they  be  settled  west  of 
the  Susquehanna  river  which  was  wild  Indian  country.  Here,  the 
Scotch  Irish  as  they  were  then  known,  helped  themselves  to  un¬ 
purchased  Indian  lands  and  brought  upon  themselves  and  the  Penns, 
raids,  massacres  and  Indian  Wars. 

About  1730  they  began  a  migration  to  the  western  half  of 
old  Virginia  which  was  then  a  wilderness.  The  land  there  was 
all  gone  by  1765  and  they  then  went  over  the  mountains  to  what  is 
now  West  Virginia  and  back  to  Pennsylvania  where  the  Penns  were 
completing  the  purchase  from  the  Indians  of  a  vast  tract  of  land 
running  diagonally  clear  across  the  state.  This  was  opened  for  . 
settlement  in  1768. 

They  started  going  to  Kentucky,  then  a  part  of  Virginia,  in 
1780  and  to  Ohio  in  1790.  From  there  the  frontiers  kept  pushing 
westward  and  in  the  van  of  all  the  frontiersmen  were  the  Scotch- 
Irish. 

This  quick  view  of  the  Scotch-Irish  and  their  wanderings 
makes  clear  the  difficulty  of  tracing  any  of  them,  and  our  William 
Lytle  in  particular.  They  never  stayed  long  in  one  place,  they 
always  lived  on  a  wild  frontier.  There  was  no  mall  service  and 
it  cost  half  a  dollar  to  transmit  a  letter  any  distance  by  private 
means . 

The  compiler  Is  preparing  to  publish  a  book  on  Gapt,  William 

Lytle  and  the  four  other  groups  of  Lytle  families  that  are 
traditionally  related. 

The  writer  has  data  on  some  thirty  Lytle  families.  Five  of 
these  appear  to  have  a  common  ancestor.  All  of  these  five 
families  reach  back  Into  the  Colonial  days  of  America. 

The  compiler  has  distributed  copies  of  this  record  .among 
various  members  of  the  family  living  in  Clermont  County.  |je  also 
proposes  to  place  other  copies  in  the  following  places  in  the 
hope  that  it  will  come  to  the  attention  of  some  one  who  has 
knowledge  of  earlier  generations.

Jhe  obituary  of  William  Lytle  Jr.  was  published  In 
the  Clermont  Sun,  Batavia,  Ohio,  on  Oct.  2,  I856. 
The  files  of  this  newspaper  are  at  the  State 
Museum,  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  only  history  or 
family  information  contained  in  this  obituary 
appears  in  the  first  few  lines  which  read  as^ 
follows : 

T  "Died  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  1855, 
.vllliam  Lytle,  aged  fifty  six  years.  Mr.  Lytle 
whose  mournful  death  we  are  called  upon  to  record 
was  born  in  Washington  Co.,  Pa.,  on  the  10th  of  * 
September,  1800.  He  emigrated  to  this  County  in 
1017,  where  he  has  since  resided  up  to  the  time 
of  the  accident  which  deprived  him  of  his  life. "

The  above  corrections  were  compiled  by  Ivan  L.  Lytle  after 
interviews  with  other  members  of  the  family. 

The  graves  of  William  Lytle  Sr.  and  his  wife  Jane,  were 
,  found  by  Ivan  L»  Lytle  in  September  1950.  They  are  in  the 
0  Bethel  Cemetery  out  from  Bantam  a  short  distance.  The 
present  church,  now  in  use  by  a  Methodist  congregation,  replac¬ 
ed  a  log  chhhnn  that  was  erected  in  1803.  The  tombstones  of 
Wm.  Lytle  Sr  and  his  wife  Jane  are  about  100  feet  to  the  side 
of  the  front  wall  of  the  church.  They  give  no  information  not 
already  shown  in  the  preceding  pages.  The  tombstones  of 
William  Lytle  Jr.  and  wife.  Nelson  Lytle’s  first  wife  and  first 
infant,  also  Nancy  Carter  are  in  the  rear  of  the  church.  The 
original  records  of  the  cemetery  and  church  were  lost  in  a  fire. 

Since  the  above  pages  were  written  the  compiler  has  obtain¬ 
ed  the  1800  census  for  Fayette,  Allegheny  and  Washington 
counties,  Pa.  The  only  William  Lytle  or  Little  listed  as  a 
head  of  a  family  for  these  three  counties  for  1800  is  the 
following  for  Washington  Township,  ’Washington  County.

The  above  data  fits  the  family  of  our  subject  except  that 
William  had  no  daughter  who  would  have  been  10  to  16  in’ 1800. 
This  girl  may  have  been  a  relative  of  Mrs.  Lytle  or  a  maid  or 
boarder. 

The  compiler  has  learned  that  there  was  a  census  for  Ohio 
in  1810  but  he  docs  not  have  the  record. 

The  reader's  attention  is  drawn  to  the  compiler’s 
manuscript:  ifAn  Outline  of  The  Lytle  Families  of  America". 

This  book  of  250  pages  contains  genealogies  of  many 
Little  -  Lytic  families  and  much  miscellaneous  material.  It 
was . prepared  in  1932  and  some  portions  now  need  revising.

The  above  21-pege  paper  was  prepared  and  distributed  in  1951 
to  many  descendants  living  in  Clermont  County,  Ohio,  and  to  21  large 
libraries  and  historical  societies.  Much  new  information  which  may 
apply  to  this  William  Lytle  has  come  to  the  compiler  in  1962  and  is 
herewith  passed  on  for  what  it  may  be  worth. 

Inasmuch  as  many  copies  of  this  supplement  may  not  get  attached 
to  the  original  paper,  it  is  thought  best  first  to  give  a  little 
sketch  of  William  and  his  wife,  Jane. 

William  Lytle  was  born  in  1769  and  was  living  in  Washington  Co., 
Pa.,  in  1800.  Jane,  his  wife,  whose  family  name  is  not  known,  was 
born  in  1767  end  was  married  to  William  in  1788.  They  are  buried 
in  the  O'Bethel  Cemetery,  a  short  distance  out  from  Bantam,  Clermont 
Co.  He  died  Oct.  30,  1848  and  she  died  Nov.  8,  1848,  and  they  had 
"lived  together  for  60  years"  .  They  had  some  small  real  estate 
transactions  in  Y/ashington  Co.,  Pa.,  in  1801-1803  end  1805.  Perhaps 
they  came  into  a.  legacy.  He  had  among  his  papers  a  Demit  from  the 
Masonic  Lodge  of  Brownsville,  Pa.,  dated  1815.  Another  paper  shows 
that  he  served  in  the  Batavia  Light  Infantry  for  7  years  till  1314. 
His  will  mentions  "a  set  of  surveying  instruments-'..  They  had  9 
children  as  follows:

Two  brothers  from  near  Lexington,  Kentucky,  John  Lytle  and 
William  Lytle,  sons  of  Capt .  William  Lytle,  laid  out  the  town  of 
V/ill isms burg,  Clermont  Co.,  Ohio,  before  1800.  William  Lytle  later 
moved  to  Cincinnati  and  became  the  Surveyor  General  of  the  Northwest 
Territory.  John  Lytle's  descendants  are  still  numerous  in  the  county. 
These  brothers  believed  they  were  descended  from  John  Little,  1703- 
Aug.  24,  1777,  and  his  wife,  Jane  McConnell.  Her  dates  are  given  as 
follows:  Born  1712,  died  Oct.  4,  1797  -  daughter  of  Wm.  McConnell 
end  his  wife,  Mary. 

In  1950  Ivan  L.  Lytle  drove  the  compiler  to  many  homes  of  his 
relatives  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Batavia.  This  was  on  a  Sunday 
afternoon  and  we  found  many  persons  making  visits.  The  compiler 
would  judge  that  he  interviewed  some  30  adults  of  the  family  on  that 
day.  Shortly  afterwards,  the  21-page  paper  was  written  by  the  com¬ 
piler  and  on  page  12  he  made  the  following  statement. 

Traditions: 

"  The  family  as  previously  stated  have  always  believed  they  were 
related  to  the  family  of  General  William  Lytle  of  Clermdmt  Co.,  end 
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Cincinn? ti .  They  al30  thought  the  family  was  of  English  descent, 
that  the  ancestors  of  William.  Sr .  ( 1769-1848 )  lived  around  Harrisburg 
Penna.,  and  that  Jane  McConnell  and  the  Kincaid  family  were  somehow 
connected . " 

-  ....  .  .•  «■* - 

-  Both  the  Williamsburg  and  the  Batavia  families  of  Lytles  held 
family  reunions  end  older  members  of  these  families  stated  that  they 
had  attended  each  others’  reunions  and  discussed  their  supposed  re¬ 
lationship  . 

The  legal  records  of  Westmoreland  County  show  that  John  Little 
owned  land  on  a  branch  of  Spruce  Run  in  Derry  Township  about  1777  - 
that  he  died  and  his  widow  Jane  had  4  daughters  as  follows: 

1.  Agnes  who  married  Rev.  Joshua  Bur  and  they  later  moved  to 
Trumbull  Co . ,  Ohio . 

2.  Jane  who  married  George  Kincaid  and  left  no  children.  She 
had  no  will.  Seems  to  have  died  before  1846. 

3.  Catherine,  single.  She  was  living  in  1850  in  Derry  Twp . 

4.  Sarah,  single.  She  left  a  will.  See  Book  2,  page  314. 

Recorded  Aug.  11,  1834.  Gave  George  Kincaid  $90  and 
appointed  him  Executor.  She  made  a  bequest  to  her  sister 
Jane  "inter-married  with  Geo.  Kincaid". 

George  Kincaid  was  a  son  of  Andrew  and  left  4  pieces  of  land. 
"Geo.  Kincaid  gave  his  land  to  James  Maus ,  Jr.  in  1857,  for  toe  car2 

he  had  received  from  James  Maus  Jr.  and  to  be  used  for  the  care  and 

keep  of  he  -Geo.  Kincaid-  then  living  in  Loyalhanna  Twp." 

The  McConnells  were  a  orominent  family  in  Derry  Twp.  John  Littl 
around  1777  owned  1  tract  in  Derry  containing  204  acres  and  55  perche 
and  an  adjoining  tract  o^  100  acres  and  7/10  perches.  The  laxter 
tract  had  20  acres  cleared  end  fenced  and  had  a  "dwelling"  on  it. 

For  some  reason  Jane  Lytle  (whether  the  widow  or  the  daughter  v/e  do 
not  know)  warranted  the  100  acre  tract  in  1811  from  the  Land  Office 
and  obtained  a  Patent  in  1812. 


John  Little  in  his  lifetime  sold  the  204  acre  tract  to  John 
Thompson  for  $25.00.  Thompson  sold  to  James  Patterson  and  he  sold  to 
the  four  Lytle  girls  in  1812. 


The  Bur  family  as  stated  above  removed  to  Trumbull  Co.,  Ohio, 
where  they  used  the  Beer  spelling  of  the  name.  Both  husband  and  wife 
had  died  before  1850  as  on  Dec.  6  of  that  year,  the  heirs  of  Joshua 
Beer  represented  by  Joshua  B.  Jordan,  Attorney  in  Fact,  sold  to 
Catherine  Little  of  Derry  Twp.  for  $700  land  in  Derry  Twp  .Westmo re- 
land  Co.,  Pa.,  as  follows:  a  tract  of  50  acres  and  76  perches,  also  ■ 
another  tract  adjoining  containing  100  acres  and  7/10  perch.  The 
Beer  heirs  ere  listed  as  follows:

When  the  disaster  occurred,  I  was  a  small  boy  and  remember  dis¬ 
tinctly  the  many  clippings  regarding  the  flood  end  the  great  loss 
of  life,  all  being  placed  in  the  large  family  Bible  for  safe-keeping. 
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One  branch  of  my  family  (see  Group  V,  page  31)  actually  owned 
great  quantities  of  land  in  Westmoreland  County  near  Oldtown  ( Salts- 
burg?),  as  early  as  1790.  This  investigation  may  bring  to  light 
data  on  John  little,  the  supposed  ancestor  of  all  Five  Groups  of 
Lytles  on  which  I  have  written  extensively.  This  John  Little  whose 
traditional  dates  are  1703- died  Aug.  24,  1777,  nrobably  had  two  and 
possibly  three  marriages  which  brought  on  a.  great  lack  of  family 
detail.  A  study  of  the  papers  in  the  estates  (if  any  remain)  of 
John  and  Jane  Little  at  Greensburg,  Penna.,  may  bring  out  many  facts. 
Two  branches  of  the  family  have  preserved  the  tradition  of  Jane 
McConnell  as  follows: 

"Jane  McConnell,  b.  1712,  died  Oct.  4,  1797,  daughter  of 

Wm.  McConnell  and  his  wife  Mary." 

Another  branch  preserved  the  tradition  as  follows: 

"John  Lytle,  born  in  1703,  and  died  Aug.  24,  1777,  he  married 
June,  who  was  born  in  1712  and  died  Oct.  4,  1750."  If  June  Lytle 
died  in  1750,  it  is  possible  that  John  Lytle  had  other  wives  in 
the  next  27  years  and  one  of  them  could  have  been  Jane  Cochran. 


The  Record  of  a  Family  Tradition 
That  May  Be  of  Importance  to  Many  Lines  of 

Littles  and  Lytles 


This  tradition  came  to  my  attention  in  1962.  Together  with  a 
kinsman,  John  Lytle  Winters  of  West  Newton,  Indiana,  i  had  been 
preparing  a  genealogy  of  the  family  of  Edward  Lytle’ of  Juniata 
County,  Penna.  He  first  settled  in  Butler  Co.,  Ohio,  about  1802, 
then  made  several  moves  in  Indiana  and  died  Jan.  11,  1846  (aved  75) 
in  Boone  County,  Ind .  On  May  13,  I960,  Mr.  Winters ’wrote  to" his 
cousin,  Wm.  F.  Lytle,  3512  Salem  St.,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  asking 
for  family  information.  Wm.  F.  Lytle  replied  to  this  letter  on 
July  5,  I960,  and  Mr.  Winters  was  killed  in  an  auto  accident  on 
July  13,  I960.  His  widow,  Martha  Winters,  sent  me  in  1962  a  large 
box  containing  the  extensive  correspondence  and  notes  that  her  hus¬ 
band  had  collected  regarding  the  descendants  of  Edward  Lytle. 

I  went  over  these  papers  carefully  and  found  the  letter  of 
Wm.  F.  Lytle,  dated  July  5,  I960.  It  contained  the  following 
statement: 

"I  know  it  seems  odd,  but  while  my  father  was  living  with  us 
he  never  talked  much  about  his  ancestors.  I  do  recall  he  spoke  about 
a  Lord  ’Wellington  of  Scotch- Irish  descent  way  back  on  the  family  tre° 
in  Scotland".  "  J 

The  father  of  William  F.  Lytle  was  Baltzer  Kramer  Lytle,  born 
Boone  Co.,  Ind.,  in  1851  end  died  1941  in  Indianapolis .  He  was  a 
bookbinder  and  had  lived  for  some  time  in  Austin,  Texas. 

Being  unable  to  go  to  the  main  library  in  Detroit,  I  requested 
my  son-in-law,  James  F.  Gallagher,  Educational  Director  at  Fort  Jay, 
New  York  City,  to  go  to  the  New  York  Public  Library  and  see  what  he’ 
could  find  regarding  the  matter.  See  Burkes  Peerage,  One  hundred 
and  Second  edition,  pp .  1881  through  1883.  The  following  notes  are 
excerpts  from  Mr.  Gallagher’s  report. 
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"The  7th  Duke  of  Wellington,  Gerald  Wellesley,  KG,  Marauess 
Douro,  Marquess  and  Earl  of  Wellington  (the  present  Duke).  '  His  family 
had  lends  in  Drogheda,  Ireland,  from  the  16th  century.  In  this  family 
line  I  came  across:  Emily  AnnCharlotte  m.  26  Jan.  1836  Hev .  George 
Robert  Liddell,  6th  son  of  the  1st  Baron  Ravensworth,  and  d.  22  Oct. 
1876,  leaving  issue.  He  died  29  June  1888.  Right  after  it--almost 
the  next  entry--reads :  Cecil  Elizabeth  m.  11  May  1842,  Hon  George 
Augustus  Liddell,  son  of  1st  Baron  Ravensworth;  and  died  12  July  1883, 
leaving  issue.  He  died  14  Dec.  1888. 

Since  this  was  all  I  found  of  note  under  the  Wellingtons,  I 
turned  to  the  present  Baron  Ravensworth  -  the  8th  Baron  Ravensworth 
(Sir  Arthur  Waller  Liddell  of  Ravensworth  Castle,  Co.  Durham  and  a 
Baronet- born  25  July  1924. 

Lineage .  Thomas  de  Liddel  or  Lyddale,  m.  Margaret,  dau.of  John  de 
Lay burne ,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son. 

Thomas  Liddell,  an  Alderman  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  m.  Barbara, 
deu.  and  heiress  of  Richard  Strangeweys ,  and  had  four  sons  and  two 
daus.  H  e  acquired  by  purchase,  1607,  Ravensworth  Castle  and  other 
estates  in  Co.  Durham,  England,  in  which  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son. 

Thomas  Liddell,  of  Ravensworth  Castle,  who  was  succeeded  1619 
by  his  eldest  son. 

Sir  Thomas  Liddell,  1st  Baron  of  Ravensworth  Castle,  a  zealots 
supporter  of  Charles  I,  created  a  Baronet  2  Nov.  1642  for  his  gallant 
defense  of  Newcastle  against  the  Scots.  Sir  Thomas  m.  Isabel,  cau. 
of  Henry  Anc.er_son  and  had  issue,  with  two  other  daus. 

Then.  Sir  Thomas  Liddell,  2nd  Baronet,  died  1697,  m.  Anna,  dau . 
of  Sir  Henry  Vane,  the  elder. 

Sir  Henry  Liddell, 3rd  Baronet,  m.  Catherine,  dau.  end  heiress 
of  Sir  John  Bright. 

4th  Baronet  omitted  by  oversight. 

Sir  Henry  George  Liddell;  .'5th  Baronet,  b.25  Nov.  1.7^9 » .A- 26 ^Nov.  1791 

Sir  Thomas  Henry,  1st  Baron  Ravensworth,  so  created  17  July  1821, 
born  8  Peb.  1775.  It  is  his  son  Robert  who  married  into  the  Wellesleys-- 
the  Duke  of  Wellington's  family  name --he  married  Emily  Ann  Charlotte 
Valerian  Wellesley. 

Sir  Henry’s  first  son  became  1st  Earl  of  Ravensworth  and  2nd 
Baron  Ravensworth.  He  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  an  Earldom  and 
created  Baron  of  Eslington  on  2  April,  1874. 

Son  -  Henry  George,  2nd  Earl  and  3rd  Baron. 

Brother  -  Atholl  Charles  John,  3rd  and  last  Earl  of  Ravensworth  and 
4th  Baron  Ravensworth,  born  Aug.  6,  1833  -  no  issue. 

Cousin  -  Arthur  Thomas,  5th  Baron. 

Gerald  Wellesley,  6th  Earon. 

Robert  Arthur,  7th  Baron,  b.  2  Jan,  1902,  d.  4  Aug.  1950.  Was 
succeeded  by  his  cousin  Sir  Arthur  Waller  Liddell,  the  8th  and  present 
Baron . " 
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Some  notes  on  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
taken  from  the  Standard  Encyclopedia 


"Wellington,  Arthur  Wellesley,  Duke  of,  a  British  General  and 
Statesman:  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  in  1769.  Educated  at  Eton  --  and  the 
Military  College  of  Angiers  .  "  Pie  became  a  General  and  won  greet  honors 
in  the  campaigns  in  India,  Spain,  Portugal,  the  Peninsula,  Denmark 
and  in  1815  at  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  he  received  many  titles  and 
large  suns  to  purchase  estates.  Was  made  Duke  of  Wellington  in  1814 
and  given  an  annuity  of  .$50,000.  After  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  he 
was  given  a  million  dollars  to  purchase  another  estate. 

In  1826  he  became  Commander- in-Chief  and  in  1828  the  Premier. 

Died  at  Windsor  Castle,  1852." 

"Wellington,  England  . The  Duke  of  Wellington,  for  some 

unknown  motive,  took  his  title  from  this  place;  and  its  manor,  formerly 
held  by  King  Alfred . was  purchased  for  him  in  1813."

The  Loyalist  family  of  Little  that  came  from  Pennsylvania  and 
settled  in  the  Detroit  region  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution  named 
one  of  their  sons  "Wellington"  in  1815.  See  page  314,  The  Descendants 
of  John  Little,  Loyalist  of  Detroit,  1747-1814,  by  Leonard  Lytle .
